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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

The Northside Middle School 2002-2003 school year was exciting and productive.
Through budget cuts, staff realignment, and rezoning, our teachers and staff
remained positive and focused, working in the best interest of each student.

NMS faculty members continued to grow professionally. Our math and language arts
teachers met weekly in study groups discussing new teaching approaches and
strategies. Several teachers participated in graduate courses throughout the school
year and summer. While we currently have three National Board certified teachers,
five more teachers are waiting on their National Board scores this fall.

NMS students continued to excel in and out of the classroom. Our students
progressed from 17,000 Accelerated Reader points last year to over 40,000 points
this year. Our academic challenge teams placed 1st and 3rd this year in our district
competition. The Beta club continues to be very active and has increased to over
200 members. For the second year in a row our Band program received an
Outstanding Performance Award, as well as our Chorus received several
outstanding ratings. The SC School Boards Association recognized our Girl Power
group on the state level for student development. Individual NMS student
accomplishments include: the Lt. Governor's Writing Award winner for Greenwood
School District 50, 2 All-State Band winners, 11 All-Region Band winners, 7 Duke
TIP scholars, and 22 Junior Scholars. Our athletic teams won 4 of 6 conference
athletic championships and our students and staff continued to support our
community through finances and service projects such as United Way, March of
Dimes, and the Bowers-Rodgers Home.

NMS continues to enjoy outstanding parental support. Our PTO was extremely
involved and contributed over $10,000 towards our school. Most of the money went
to purchase books for the media center and technology needs for our students. The
PTO Open House, Holiday Concert, Showcase of Talent, and Athletic Awards
Banquet were successful and filled to capacity with parents and supporters of NMS.
Our School Improvement Council assisted in the beginning of Project LEAD. This
after-school program allowed students to receive homework assistance and life skills
development. We partnered with local businesses and agencies for financial
assistance and character education instruction.

Although we have made significant progress in many areas, our faculty and staff
continuously strive to improve themselves and the academic success of all of our
students.
